I do not care what it has done in the 
past so much as what it is doing now. 
The record of the long centuries of 
cruelties that mark the growth and 
advance of the Christian religion is open 
for all to read. The church rests on the 
agssuinption that man needs some law 
outside of himself to govern the soul. 
That a human law giver armed with a 
theological certificate is absolutely ne- 
cessary to keep the human race in the 
pathway of virtue and rectitude, but the 
manner in which many of the doctors of 
this school of religion have deviated 
from this course is rather discouraging 
to the infidel who would really like to 
keep in the straight and narrow way. 
Then to be Christian according to the 
accepted definition of the term, you must 
put yourself under law, you must sub- 
scribe to creeds, you must promise to 
obey. You must accept the proposition 
that was established ages ago, that a few 
are created more divine than the rest, 
viz: priests, and next to these and almost 
coeval with them certain rich men, and 
lastly the poor who are taxed to support 
the godly classes and must feel amply 
repaid to sit once a week under the same 
sanctuary on the back seats. The former 
are to administer law, the latter to pay 
tribute. 

This division of the human race has 
existed for ages, and when a man de- 
noutices it and dares to stand outside in 
the broad plain of human thought where 
all men are equal, he is denounced as an 
anarchist and treated accordingly. 

With this power at the helm, what can 
you expect of huinan conditions? What 
wonder that the fair ship of life is driven 
among the rocks and shoals, and that 
the survival of the strongest is the law.

In short, denounced every form 
that the church now goes through with 
and calls religion, If the so-called Chris- 
tian world believes one word of his prac- 
tical teachings, they would convert every 
church into humanitarian purposes, or 
sell them and out of the proceeds build 
homes for the homeless and buy bread 
for the hungry. What does this amount 
of money expended in churches show 
but the old-time worship of the golden 
calf just as pregnant in the world to-day 
as two thousand years ago? and be care- 
ful as Spiritualists that you do not follow 
in the same footsteps and further dot the 
land with useless buildings and crown 
them with meaningless spires. 

If the church had confined itself to so- 
called son! saving, and not meddled with 
matters of state, our present condition 
would not be so bad, and in all countries 
but the United States it handles the 
reigns of government, but here, thanks 
to a few liberal minds that formulated 
our constitution, it has been somewhat 
curtailed; still it is largely controling 
elections and throwing its entire infu- 
ence to perpetuate class legislation. No 
matter how great a rascal a man may be, 
if he kets the nomination for a high 
office, he immediately sails out under the 
protecting wing of some church, and 
plays the hypocrite in public as well as 
the knave in private. Itis a great dodge 
and catches more yotes than you can 
buy, and the church, in payment, expects 
you to favor its aims.

It would seem that two thousand years 
| were long enough to prove the capacity 
lor failure of any system to meet the de- 
imands of humanity, and when we con- 
sider that these two law making institu- 
tions have been in existence since the 
twilight gleams of the human race, it is 
time to discard the whole outfit and be- 
gin on some other plan. By long ob- 
| servation of the workings of these twin 
evils, I am forced to the belief that if 
you would disband all armies, disarin all 
law officers, bum ail statutory and 
church law, merge all of the human race 
into one vast, co-operative working body, 
and let every man he a law unto himself, 
governed only by the spiritual illumina- 
tious within, and by that moral pressure 
which society, unfettered, would bring to 
bear upon him, not a century would pasa 
away before the earth would blossom 
with the deeds of righteousness that 
spring from perfected lives. 

But instead of this system of justice, 
what have we for man-made statutory 
laws? 

Men who have drifted with the cur- 
rent of creeds scarcely realize how much 
they are governed, how many curbs are 
put upon their natural liberties, and how 
all laws are enacted from more or less of 
a spirit of injustice. 

To begin with, cities have their muni- 
cipal and towns their local government, 
andthe people are taxed to support the 
administrators of their own enactments. 
The primal object of governments is to 
afford protection to the life and property 
of its component parts, and to give local 
protection to citizens; town or city gov- 
ernments are formed, but which sadly 
fail in their purpose. Under this system 
life and property are not safe, and never 
have been, and the various law executors 
seem powerless to stop murder and rob- 
bery, but after a crime is committed can 
make a mighty descent upou the unfor- 
tunate victim with a corps of armed po- 
i licemen and then retire on their laurels 
until another outbreak comes and anoth- 
er charge is needed. This local protec- 
tion would seem to be enough for the 
goverumental wants of man; but not so,

tS CRIME A DISEASE? 

The advent of hypnotism was greeted 
by the more conservative of the medical 
profession with a sneer and a sarcasin. 

It was catalogued—but without proper 
investigation of its claims—with mineral 
magnetism, animal magnetism, mes- 
merism, and some other vehement 
aud vociferous “isms” which were drag- 
ged into the light by the overs of the 
occult. 

It has, however, grown to be a youth 
of lusty proportions and seems inclined 
to fight its way to recognition, not only 
as scientific fact, but as a remedial 
agency in disease. 

That a certain proportion of indivi- 
duals can be thrown into a state of lethar- 
xy in which consciousness is suspended 
and the patient is intellectually and 
morally dead is established beyond the 
possibility of doubt. The vital organs, 
heart and lungs, continue their action, 
but the body is as insensible to pain as it 
would be under the most powerful anes- 
thetic, and a surgical operation may be 
performed without causing the slightest 
movement on the part of the patient. 

This lethargy may be changed at the 
will of the operator to catalepsy, in which 
consciousness partly returns, but hain- 
pered and controlled and hopelessly be- 
fogged. The patient is not himself, but 
is subject to any suggestion which is 
forced upon him. He is an automaton 
whose muscles may be made as rigid as 
steel or as limp as a wet rag, and who 
sees, hears and feels in an abnormal and 
unnatural way. 

Catalepsy may in turn be changed to 
somnambulism, a state in which the 
patient is the victim of all sorts of hallu- 
cinations. He thinks sweet is sour, vine- 
gar is honey, according to the will of the 
operator. He freezes if you speak of cold, 
perspires if you talk of heat, weeps or 
smiles, prays or swears, sees everything 
he is told to—sees it as it has been de- 
scribed, not as he would see it in his nor- 
mal condition. 

At this point we come across a very 
interesting question. It is suggested by 
a warning given to the investigators of 
hypnotism in the June number of the 
Fortnightly Review. In an essay on 
this subject Dr. J. Luys, physician to La 
Charite Hospital, vives minute directions 
for restoring a hypnotic patient to his 
natural condition. He declares that if 
the patient is “only half awakened, is 
sent back in this condition to his daily 
life, he has only a half consciousness of 
the nature of his acts,” aud “might run 
the risk of finding himself amenable to 
the law.” That is to say, “he may walk 
straight on without knowing where he 
is going, or collide with persons passing 
by; he may knock them down, steal arti- 
cles exposed in shops, commit all kinds of 
offences, even outrages on decency; and 
this unconscious person, whom the public 
and the magistrates regard as in posses- 
sion of all his senses, may find himself 
the object of undeserved punishment.” 

If for example, you lift both eyelids 
of the lethargic patient and let the light 
make its impact on the optic nerve, the 
brain recovers itself, according to Dr. 
Luys; but if you lift only one eyelid then 
only one lobe of the brain is affected and 
the poor fellow may do all sorts of things 
without having a guilty purpose. 

Now, if it is possible for one man to 
affect another man's moral faculties in 
that way may it not he also possible that 
nature has brought men and women iu- 
to the world who are so affected by pre- 
natal influences that the proper relations 
of right and wrong are clouded if not 
wholly obscured? The revolting crimes 
which it is our daily duty to record, 
crimes so wholly unnatural and inhuman 
that they seem as incredible as they are 
horrible--:nay they not be the result of 
some disarrangement in the moral nature 
for which the wretch who is imprisoned 
or hung cannot rightly be held responsi- 
bie?

regard to previous condition (sex). As for 
the excuse that the polls was no place 
for women to be was very flimsy indeed. 
For, said she, if the polling place was not 
fit for women to approach, it was no 
place for the ballot box to be in either, 
as that should be kept sacred and be 
placed where impurity, filth and roguery 
could not defile it. And by purifying the 
ballot, man's wrongs too, would be 
righted. That instead of rotten politici- 
aus, well meaning patriots would be elec- 
ted to office. In fact, there would be a 
better state of affairs generally.

TERRESTRIAL MAGNETISM.

When the magnetic currents of the 
body are not in harmony with the earth 
currents, the result is a diseased mental 
or physical condition. To keep well, 
and to improve the healthif diseased, 
practice the following directions that 
are based on the following facts:

Why, if you were trying a system 
of work on your farms or in your shops 
that bore such results, you would have 
abandoned it long ago, yet the people are 
robbed of their curnings to perpetuate a 
system of law upon which every year has 
stamped the word failure, You know 
that municipal governments are usually 
founded on pillage and fraud, and the 
rotton disclosures every year in the vari- 
ous cities of the land prove this assertion. 
And how much better are state govem- 
ments? Take any decade you choose and 
you cannot find ten enactments in this
